The agent was characterized as an 
equine rhinopneumonitis virus (RAC strain). The virus was characterized with a 
neutralization test as a subtype 2 strain. 

Mayr et al. (Berliner und Munchener Tierarzliche Wochenschrift"; vol. 19, pp. 
372-378 (1968)) describe the differentiation, clinical signs, epidemics, diagnosis and 
controls of the most important viral diseases in horses. The viruses were classified by 
their morphological, chemical-physical and biological properties.
